PANAMA CITY, March 29 
(AP)——Panama’s National Assem- 
bly today convicted impeached 
President Jose Ramon Guizado 
as an accessory in the assassina- 
tion of his predecessor, Presi- 
dent Jose Antonio Remon. It 
sentenced him to six years and 
eight months in prison. 

The verdict was reached at a 
secret session of 1442 hours at 
the Palace of Justice. 

Sources in close touch with 
the National Assembly said the 
53 deputies reached their ver- 
dict before dawn by a 45-to-8 
vote. 


The sentence was agreed upon 
by the same count. 

Two-Thirds Vote Required. 

A two-thirds vote of the As- 
sembly membership was _ re- 
quired for both the conviction 
and ‘sentence of Guizado, a 
wealthy, 56-year-old civil engi- 
neer who was educated at Van- 
derbilt University, Nashville, 
Tenn. 

Acquittal would have meant 
he could reclaim. the presidency 
he acquired for two weeks by 
stepping up from the first vice 
presidency when Remon was 
machine-gunned to death at a 
race track Jan. 2. Ricardo Arias 
Espinosa, who was second vice 
president under Remon, became 
chief executive when Guizado 
was impeached Jan. 16. 

Deputy Rogelio Robles, chair- 
man of the commission which 
drafted the assembly's findings, 
said the punishment under the 
law was 10 years. But a one- 
third reduction was granted be- 
cause ‘Guizado was a first of- 
fender. In addition, Guizado 
will be entitled to a further re- 
duction of 20 months if his be- 
havior is good. That means he 
would actually serve five years.

House Bill 


To Delay County Assessment 


Boost Facing Uncertain Future 


Some Opposition to 


Measure Develops in 


Regions Having High Rates—Pleas to 
Put Off Hike Denied Repeatedly by 
State Tax Commission. —

Possible effects of the order on one of these—St. Louis county. 
The concluding installment today will take up the means by which 
the order will bé carried out in St. Louis county. 


Q. What is the likelihood that 
there will be a delay of one 
year, as St. Louis county has re- 


quested, in putting the order 
into effect? 

A. The Tax Commission has 
repeatedly denied this request 
by county officials and there 
is no evidence that its members 
have changed their minds. There 
is a bill pending in the Missouri 
House providing for such a de- 
lay. It was perfected last week 
and is now waiting to be called 
up on the floor for a vote. Dur- 
ing the debate on perfection, 
sharp opposition was expressed 
by representatives of several of 
the high assessment counties 
who felt the inequality/in assess- 
ment ratios has already existed 
too long. Since the bill was 
perfected on a voice vote, there 
Was no means of gauging the 
extent of the opposition. 

However, to pass the House 
with the emergency clause in- 
tact, the bill would require a 
two-thirds majority vote in its 
favor. If it mustered only a 
simple majority, it would be 
shorn of the emergency clause. 
In such an event, it could only 
become effective 90 days after 
the Legislature adjourns May 31. 
This would make the bill ef- 
fective in August, whereas the 
Commission has announced it 
will issues the order in late June 
or early July. If there is a seri- 
ous question whether the bill is 
constitutional in attempting to 
delay a state commission in car- 
rying out its constitutional duty, 
there is certainly an even graver 
question whether it could delay 
retroactively an existing order. 
What the bill’s fate would be 
before the Senate is uncertain, 
and Gov. Phil M. Donnelly has 
not indicated whether he would 
sien it. 

Q. Why do county officials say 
that epplying an _  across-the- 
board increase of 60 per cent to 
assessments on urban real estate 
will compound existing inequi- 
ties? a 

A. If both X and Y, they con- 
tend, own properties that are 
worth $10,000, but X is being 
assessed at the prevailing county 
ratio of 18.12 per cent and Y 
is being assessed at about 30 per 
cent of real value, then X’s as- 
sessment is $1812 and Y's is 
$3000. If both are paying the 
same tax rate of, say $5 on the 
$100 of valuation, X is paying 
$90.60 annually and Y is paying 
$150, an inequity of $59.40 in X’s 
favor. 

However if a flat 60 per cent 
assessment increase is applied to 
both properties, the new assess- 
ments become $2899 for X, and 
$4800 for Y.. If the same tax 
rate were retained, the inequity 
would rise to $95.05, but since 
there is certain to be a reduc- 
tion in the rate, let’s assume 
the new rate is $3.50 on the 
$100. Then X’s tax bill will be 
$101.46 and Y’s will be $168, an 
inequity of $66.54 or $7.14 more 
than it was under the old lower 
assessments and higher rate. 

Q. Why is an equalization of 
assessments not attempted be- 
fore the increase is applied? 

A. Some idea of the time and 
effort required to effect a scien- 
tific reassessment of every piece 
of property in the county may 
be gained by a glance at what 
is occurring in the City of St. 
Louis where a similar effort has 
been under way since 1950. For 
the last three years, an average 
of 20 men, working in pairs, has 
been assigned to the reassess- 
ment of residential property. 
They have reached about the 
half-way point and will require 
another three years to complete 
the job, City Assessor John H. 
Pelker estimated. 

The procedure involves meas- 
urement of the ground-floor 
area of each structure, determin- 
ing the type of construction and 
then applying a formula to ob- 


Louis is slightly more than 34 
per cent. For reason, the 
city is not involved in the order. 

In St. Louis county, Assessor 
Phil G. Deuser has said his staff 
of 75 employes has more than it 
can do to keep up with current 
assessments—the placing of new 
construction on the books in the 
rapidly growing county. The 
field work is actually done by 
14 men, working in seven teams. 
Last year, they examined, meas- 
ured and obtained detailed in- 
formation on 10,538 new build- 
ings. The number inspected in 
1953 was 10,854 and in 1952, 
11,309, he told the County Coun- 
cil recently. Other members of 
the staff are assigned to full- 
time duties. 


Deuser pointed out that he 
has asked the Council for addi- 
tional men in previous years but 
always has- been turned down. 
He has a request for 75 addi- 
tional employes pending now be- 
fore the Council. With that in- 
crease, he has expressed the 
conviction he could then “re- 
evaluate St. Louis county real 
estate in a manner fair to prop- 
erty owners of the county and 
also to the state of Missouri.” 
There was no estimate of how 
long the job would take, but 
County Supervisor Luman F. 
Matthews has suggested it could 
be accomplished in a year’s 
time. He said he had had an 
offer from a real estate appraisal 
firm to do the job in two years 
for abdut $600,000, but unless 
the job is carried out by Deu-

Q. If an across-the-board in- 
crease is the only alternative 
this year, when would it be 
done? 

A. Deuser is required by law 
to complete his assessment work 
and turn over his books to 
County Clerk Leo E. Sievers on 
or before May 31. Sievers makes 
up abstracts showing the totals 
in different classes of property 
which he must send to the State 
Tax Commission by June 20 at 
the latest. Actually, he is re- 
quired to do so earlier but is al- 
lowed, and always has to ask 
for, an extension. The Tax Com- 
mission meets on this date to 
start its equalization among the 
counties and inform them what 
they must do to comply. It is 
then that Sievers must start the 
work of adding the assessment 
increase to his books. 

Q. Why couldn’t Deuser and 
Sievers have started adding the 
increase to their books as early 
as last Dec. 10 when the asses- 
sors of the 26 counties were ad- 
vised at a meeting in Jefferson 
City of the impending increase. 
A. Deuser says the commis- 
sion at that time stated its goal 
was a ratio of 26 per cent of real 
value. In any event, the figure 
of $714,000,000 as the total as- 
sessment the commission would 
insist on for St. Louis county 
real estate was not announced 
until after the first of the year. 
Deuser said he did not have the 
staff to start a job of reassess- 
ment at this time and keep up 
with the new construction com 
ing to completion after the first 
of the year. 

Sievers said he has no author- 
ity to make any changes in the 
assessment rolls unless formally 
ordered to do so by the county 
board of equalization or the 
State Tax Conimission. 

Q. What steps are involved 
in putting on a blanket increase 
of this kind? 

A. When the order from the 
Tax Commission reaches Sievers 
in late June, he must start to 
work on the approximately 240,- 
000 separate parcels of real es- 
tate which will then be on his 
books. His first step will be to 
determine which is farm land, 
on which the commission has in-

U.S. Employes Here to Be Moved 
To Rural Areas in June Raid Test 


General Public Will 


Not Be Called On to 


Take Part in Drill—56 Cities to Be 
‘Targets’ in Mock Atomic Attack. 


Federal employes in the St. 
Louis area will be moyed to 
rural areas in a national test of 
civil defense preparedness June 
16 and 16, Civil Defense Direc- 
tor Francis P. Hardaway an- 
nounced today. 

The general public will not be 
called upon to participate in the 
big test, Hardaway said, but the 
civil defense organization here 
will work out a hypothetical 
program to evacuate everyone. 

St. Louis is among 56 of the 
nation’s chief industrial and 
population centers which will be 
“targets” for the mock attack. 
The purpose is to test readiness 
to meet an assault of “near 
saturation” proportions. 

ime for Preparation. 

Hardaway said a bulletin re- 
ceived here from national head- 
quarters of the Civil Defense 
Administration at Washington 
indicated St. Louis would have 
three and one-half hours to pre- 
pare for a hypothetical hydro- 
gen bomb exploding over Elev- 
enth and Pine streets. 

“This is encouraging to civil 
defense workers here,” Hard- 
away said, “because heretofore 
we have worked on the theory 
that we would have only two 
hours’ warning. If the warning 
period given us in the mock at- 
tack is realistic, it indicates a 
strengthening of defenses.” 

The director said the bulletin 
indicated the power of the si- 
mulated hydrogen bomb “land- 
ing” on downtown St. Louis 
would be 50 times that of the 
atomic bombs exploded in World 
War II. This would be equiv- 
alent to 1,000,000 tons of TNT. 

A bomb of this size would 
result in almost complete de- 
struction with a radius of 1.4 
miles, Hardaway said. The dam- 
age vones would extend outward 
from there to a distance of five 
and one-half miles, with only 
slight damage expected in the 
outer zone. 

Plans Based on Heavier Bomb. 

“We will preceed with our 
evacuation, however, on the 
theory that the bomb will be 
20 times greater than that pro- 
posed in the test,” Hardaway 
said. “Our plars have been 


based on the heavier bomb and, 
after all, we wouldn't know in 
advance what size bomb would 
be dropped.” 

Hardaway said he would con- 
fer with the St. Louis county 
civil defense organization to de- 
termine whether there will be 
joint participation of city and 
county civil defense forces. He 
also will discuss with leaders of 
the federal employe gfoup 
whether Government workers 
will go to a remote control cen- 
ter as part of the exercises. 

Final evacuation orders will 
be issued after the first warning 
is given at 10 a.m. June 15, 
‘Hardaway said, because the 
direction and distance persons 
will go will depend on wind di- 
rection at the time. Civil defense

Other Cities in Test. 


Other cities participating in 
the national test will include 
New York, Washington, Los An- 
geles, Pittsburgh and Cleveland.

Of this, about $4,000,000 would 
be in increased corporate taxes, 
with the remainder coming from 
higher personal income taxes, he 
said. 

He estimated additional reve- 
nue from the tobacco tax at 
$10,000,000 with about $8,000,000 
of this produced by the two-cent 
tax on cigarettes. For tobacco 
other than cigarettes, the amend- 
ment would impose a flat 5 per 
cent tax on sales.

Use of Additional Funds. 
Revenue produced by the to- 
bacco tax and the income tax 
increase could be used both for 
construction of new school build- 
ings and new institutions and for 
operating expenses, Johnson 
said. 

In another committee hearing, 
City Counselor Samuel H. Liber- 
man of St. Louis told a House 
group last night the city of St. 
Louis is planning to change 
earnings tax regulations to per- 
mit deductions for federal in- 
come tax. He said the new regu- 
lations probably would be com- 
pleted within 10 days or two 
weeks. 

Liberman appeared in oppo- 
sition to a bill introduced by 
Representative Samuel B: Mur- 
phy (Rep.), St. Louis county. 
The measure would permit 
corporations to deduct from 
their earnings tax payments the 
full amount of their federal in- 
come taxes. 

Liberman told the House Tax- 
ation and Revenue Committee 
the city has proposed to allow 
both individuals and corpora- 
tions to deduct their federal in- 
come tax payments from their 
earnings tax liability.

| Fred Lippert, Illinois state

“I re- 
fused to let him have any and 
told him to permit no one to go 
into the mine until I had in- 
spected it for poison gases.” 

Kaemmerer was to have noti- 
fied Lippert when he had com- 
pleted the job of repairing tim- 
bers at the entrance, the mine 
inspector said. Lippert said 
Kaemmerer obtained two old 
Army masks and had gone into 
the shaft yesterday with Yuengel 
to inspect the equipment he was 
planning to salvage. 

Lippert had posted a warning 
sign at the mine. 

Yuengel told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter he and Kaemmerer en- 
tered the mine about 10 a.m. 
yesterday. They were 135 feet 
below the surface of the earth 
and more than a mile back in 
the mine when they detected a 
lessening of the oxygen supply 
and donned the masks, he said. 
The masks worked only about

Wheat Penalties. 

The Senate passed and sent 
to the House yesterday a bill to 
exempt excess wheat from mar- | 
keting penalties if the entire | 
crop is used for feed or seed on 
the farm where it is grown. 

The Senate also passed and 
sent to the House a bill to pre- 
vent transportation of obscene 
matter across state lines for sale 
or distribution. The bill would 
amplify existing law which pro- 
hibits sending such matter 
through the mails or by common 
carrier. 

Sponsors said the Senate's 
juvenile delinquency investiga- 
tion had disclosed that “purvey- 
ors of pornoggaphic literature” 
were exploiting a loophole in | 
the present law and transporting 
such material over the country 
by private conveyance. 

The Senate Armed Services 
Committee today unanimously 
approved legislation to increase 
the pay of military personnel. 

It asked that the measure be 
considered by the Senate tomor- 
row. Final action might come in 
time to make the rises effective 
on Friday, April 1. The bill pro- 
vides that the rises become ef- 
fective in the first pay period 
a its enactment.

At 
least two of the Chiefs of Staff 
do not believe that defense of 
the offshore islands is a tenable 
moral or military position on 
which to stand. 


Issue of Morale. 


On the moral argument, the 
opinions are in conflict over the 
importance of morale on Ay» 
a 


islands

if Nationalist morale is as fragile 
as that, Formosa is of no value 
to the United States as an ally, 
and furthermore, the low morale 
of an ally is a flimsy excuse for 
going to war.

This side also points to the

Wants to Accept Challenge. 


Militarily, the group that 
wants to help defend Moy 
and Matsu, no that 


the islands are vital or essential 
to the defense of Formosa. They 
are useful as localities to 
from which agents can go back 
and forth to the saw ayy They 
are within artillery range of the 
mainland and thus are of no 
value as staging points for in- 
vasion of the mainland. What 
this group really wants is to 
accept a Communist challenge 
while Red military power is 
small and to destroy 

The opposition By Pd that 
bombing the mainland, which is 
the only way these islands can 
be defended, may lead to a very 
large war, requiring mobilization 
in the United States and that the 
final consequences are incalcul- 
able. It may end with the United 
States fighting China and Rus- 
sia in the Far East without any 
allies except Chiang Kai-shek 
and Syngman Rhee. 

If the islands are defended 
successfully and the war is con- 
fined to the local areas, the 
opponents of intervention ‘point 
out that it will all have to be 
done over again as soon as the 
Reds have built larger military 
forces. 

Final Argument. 

The final argument against 
helping defend the islands is 
that we are now in the midst 
of a disarmament conference in 
which we are attempting to 
abolish atomic weapons. Our

hypocritical if we go to war over 
these unimportant islands and 
use atomic weapons, 
would have to.

There is activity with refer- 
ence to all three indications, but 
it has ee gfe far enough 
on any them to permit an 
early assault or blockade of @Mat- 
su. The Communists pattern in 
the past, in the capture of Chi- 
nese cities and the Tachen is- 
lands, has been to blockade the 
locality, but to prepare for an 
assault if necessary. 

irstrips Improved. 

The Foochow airstrip near 
Matsu, the Chien Ou sirip 100 
miles inland, the Chusien strip 
200 miles northwest of Matsu 
and the Haimen strip 200 miles 
north of Matsu are all being im- 
proved and facilities are being 
built at Foochow, Chien Ou and 
Haimen. This work, however, 
has not gone far enough for, op- 
erations from these airfields. 
The supply of fuel has hardly 
started. It is estimated that at 
least two months must elapse 
before they are ready for op- 
eration. 

Light naval-tortes have been 
moved dewn’the coast and up 
the river near Foochow. They 
have not interfered with Na- 
Afonalist supply of Matsu. Their 
operations will réquire large 
stocks of fuel and ammunition. 
Supply is the serious Red prob- 
lem. The nearest rail line is 200 
miles inland and the Nationalist 
navy blocks all shipping, except 
very light’ vessels that can keep 
close to the shore, along the 
coast. 


Artfllery Not Ready. 

’ Artillery has been emplaced 
within range of Matsu but has 
not even fired registration fire 
on the island. It has made no 
effort to fire on Nationalist sup- 
ply shipping. This indicates 
that the artillery build-up is not 
complete and that ammunition 
supply is still insufficient to 
start anything now. 

Discussions are going on about 
ways to get off the hook without 
losing face. One proposal is 
that we move troops onto For- 
mosa to indicate our firm inten- 
tion to defend the island when 
we announce that we will not 
participate in the defense of off- 
shore islands. 

Another idea is that we de- 
nounce the armistice commission 
in Korea and state that we shall 
build up forces there regardless 
of the armistice agreement, in 
view of Red violations of the 
agreement. 

In the meantime, the three 
services are making very exten- 
sive preparations, in case they 
should be called upon to act. 
If there is war in China, the Air 
Force will play a more impor- 
tant role than the Navy. Naval 
aircraft cannot cope with the 
MIG-15 jet fighter. Carriers, 
therefore, will have to stay out 
of range of the MIG in the day- 
time and the Air Force operat- 
ing from Formosa will have to 
do the larger air task.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I have read in the March issue 
of American Rifleman, the publica- 
tion of the National Rifle Associa- 
tion, a notice concerning a bill spon- 
sored by Circuit Attorney Edward 
L. Dowd. It would increase the 
penalty for illegally carrying |con- 
cealed weapons in Missouri from two 
to 20 years’ imprisonment. Also there 
are additional proposals by Mr. 
Dowd and the police of St. Louis 
to tighten up firearms controls, 
thereby giving police wider search 
and seizure powers concerning fire- 
arms. 


No , as a legal resident of 
St. Louis, I would communicate with 
my el representatives; I feel, 


however, that the importance of this 
subject féquires your help. 

Any citizen quite properly 
plores crime and disorder, and many 
automatically assume that limitation 
on the rights of people to have arms 
will prevent crimes of violence. Such 
is not the case. — 

Besides being a violation of the 
Second Amendment of the United 
States Constitution, such laws re-

assist materially the very criminal 
element that the law intends to 
inhibit. ~ 

Naturally, a criminal is not going 
to register or secure a permit for a 
pistol with which he is going to com- 
mit a felony.

President Eisenhower has invited congression- 
al leaders of both parties to meet with him 
at the White House Wednesday and Thursday. 
Every indication is that the subject of the 
executive-legislative talks will be foreign affairs. 

The individual citizen regardless of his politi- 
cal affiliation must, so we believe, sympathize 
deeply with the responsible executive who is 
required to grapple with the problem of peace- 
or-war as an official duty of his high office. 

* . - 

The immediate question is: What ought the 
United States do if the Chinese Communists 
attack either the Matsu or Quemoy groups of 
islands? These islands are very near the Chi- 
nese mainland—the nearest only five miles 
offshore. They are geographically, historically 
and in a sense perhaps legally as well part of 
China proper. 

Just how probable it is that the Chinese Com- 
munists will launch an all-out attack on these 
islands is a matter of much speculation. Over 
the weekend it was widely reported in Washing- 
ton that a determined assault on one island group 
or the other might come by April 15. Numerous 
Washington writers and commentators noted a 
change in the atmosphere—a change from bad 
to worse in recent weeks. 

Our chief Washington correspondent quotes 
an “authoritative source” as saying that the 
Eisenhower Administration does not think 
the Chinese military buildup is of sufficient 
strength to support a full-scale attack at this 
time. The source says the Communists lack 
both air bases and supplies. As for an attack 
limited to either Quemoy or Matsu and what 
the United States would do in that event, no 
conclusion has been reached at the White House. 

. > . 

So the Administration spokesman says. The 
President's position in keeping the situation 
open is wholly understandable. He is being 
advised on all sides and much of the advice is 
conflicting. He is told Quemoy and Matsu must 
be held or Chiang Kai-shek and the United States 
will lose face. He is told this country would 
become known in Asia as a “paper tiger.” This 
is the counsel chiefly of a group of influential 
Senators in the President’s own party who have 
been associated one way or another with Chiang 
for most of a decade. 

Typical of these is Styles Bridges of New 
Hampshire, senior Republican Senator and chair- 
man of the G.O.P. Senate Policy Committee. 


Appearing on the “Meet the Press” TV-radio pro- 
gram Sunday, this highest ranking Republican 
Senator made it very clear that he is willing 
to run the risk of World War III by fighting 
to hold Quemoy and Matsu. 

The arguments on the other side are, in our 
opinion, far stronger. No one can have the 
slightest assurance that the start of a war in the 
Formosa strait could be confined there as the 
war in Korea was held to the Korean peninsula. 

Hostilities between the Chinese Communists 
and United States air and naval forces at either 
Matsu or Quemoy could set burning the powder 
train that would lead to a nuclear bomb holo- 
caust involving not only this country but other 
nations wishing no part of a war over the 
coastal islands. 

a. . * 

Two things are very clear about a military 
stand by the United States at Quemoy or Matsu. 

The first is that we would be strictly on our 
own with only such as would come 
from Chiang Kai-shek’s over-age and unreliable 
Army. Canada has let it be known that it will 
not be drawn into a fight over islands that are 
part of the Chinese mainland. Foreign Minister 
Anthony Eden has been almost as plain for he 
has urged evacuation of the islands. 

Second, this country would lose Asians we now 
seek to win as friends because they would regard 
our intervention in the Chinese civil war as an 
act of American imperialism. 

The United States is committed to the defense 
of Formosa. We are not committed to defend 
either Quemoy or Matsu any more than we 
were committed to defend the Tachen islands. 
It may be hard, it may be even bitter; but, 
in our opinion, these coastal islands should be 
evacuated and Chiang’s forces regrouped on 
Formosa to resist any attack that may come 
there. The alternative may be to see them 
destroyed on the indefensible coastal islands. 

+ . * 

Meantime everything possible ought to be 
done to bring about an international conference 
that may reduce the tensions in the world. Who 
knows but that it may work this time even 
though the prospect is anything but promising? 

We trust President Eisenhower will continue 
to be successful in resisting those elements who 
seemingly are so unmindful of the possible 
consequences that they would risk the triggering 
of atomic war over stakes no more important 
than Quemoy and Matsu.

All on the Mayor’s Side 


Mayor Tucker lost little time in denouncing 
the 15-to-10 vote by which the Board of Alder- 
men virtually killed his proposal for a new city 
charter. And in this controversy, all the good 
arguments are on his side. 

The Aldermen defended turning down their 
thumbs by saying it would be easier to get 
needed reforms by amendment than by having 
freeholders draw up an entirely new charter. 
But they can have little faith in this argument 
since none of them has seriously tried to bring 
the amending process into play. 

If the St. Louis charter needed changing in 
only one or two particulars, amendments might 
be the answer. But after the experiences of the 
last few years it must be clear that the city 
lacks home rule in so many respects that a re- 
vised paragraph or two does not meet the need. 

Especially since Missouri law permits the city 
to do only what is specifically authorized in its 
charter, such a document is bound to be com- 
plicated; it is bound to have many interdepend- 
ent clayses. If the aldermen undertook adequate 
revision, they soon would, find themselves trying 
to do a job properly left to freeholders. Since 
the aldermen could not set aside their normal 
legislative and money-voting functions, they 
would have more work than time. The result 
almost surely would be a mess. And they know it. 

Freeholders, on the contrary; could give a year 
of undivided attention to what would be their 
only public duty. They would be elected to do 
just this work, and on finishing it they would 
have to submit it for the voters’ approval. But a 
majority of the aldermen have set themselves 
against this approach almost entirely because 
it might well mean the end of what remains of 
partisan patronage in St. Louis. They are putting 
a political organization—in this case the local 
Democratic party— ahead of the community. 
They would be wise, even in terms of their own 
long-range interests, if they followed Mayor 
Tucker who is, after all,-their party’s leader. 

Half-a-dozen Democratic aldermen have been 
brazen enough to join in this obstructionism 
even though they must stand for re-election on 
April 5. They must depend on Big Bill Thomp- 
son’s notion that “only 10 per cent of the people 
think, and only 10 per cent of them vote.” 
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Bad News From Guatemala 

The new Guatemalan Government is thinking 
of wiping out the last of the agrarian reforms 
of the previous Communist-infiltrated Govern- 
ment. A New York Times report explains that 
the old land reform laws have been repealed, 
and now a bill has been prepared to permit land- 
lords to evict tenants given the divided land, 
beginning next year. 

This is disquieting news. Under Communist 
direction the land reforms were often illegal and 
haphazard, but it would be a serious mistake to 
conclude that land reform itself is a bad thing 
because of its earlier sponsorship. a? 

Landlessness is a grave problem in Guatemala. 
The simple promise of land gave the old Arbenz 
Government much of its following. An officer 
of the present Government told The Times that 
mass evictions now would put thousands of peas- 
ants on the road with nowhere to go, and this 
could cause grievous trouble. 

What Guatemala needs is a new, conservative 
but serious effort to create a larger economic 
base of small farms in place of feudal estates. 
This would indeed be a demonstration of democ- 
racy at work, and that is what the United States 
expected when it supported President Carlos 
Castillo Armas in his successful revolt. 

Since the revolt, however, the President has 
assumed both executive and legislative powers. 
He and his Assembly were approved, not by 
secret ballot. but by voice vote which produced 
results comparable to totalitarian elections. Many 
civil liberties have been erased. A secret Na- 
tional Committee for Defense Against Commu- 
nism has been given excessive powers of arrest.

Stringent measures were justified last year 
-to wipe out remnants of Communist influence 


and to restore order. But months have passed 
and the new Government has given few indica- 
tions of relaxing a dictatorship. Now wiping out

of landlord and peasant. Whatever else has hap- 
pened in Guatemala in the name of anti-Commu- 
nism, democracy so far does not seem to be on 
the march. 
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Government by Distaste 


Private owners by and large have learned 
that good conservation practices are as 
sound as mofiey in the bank. On some pub- 
lic lands can be found some of the worst 
examples of soil erosion, neglect and land 
abuse in the world. . 


Are these the words of some lumberman or 
rancher greedy to exploit the preserves of range 
and forest which the American people have set 
aside to hand down unspoiled to their children? 
They are not. 

To the contrary, they are the words of the 
Cabinet officer to whom the President of the 
United States has entrusted first responsibility 
for maintaining these preserves inviolate. They 
were spoken by the Secretary of the Interior, 
Douglas McKay. 

In the course of his remarks Mr. McKay re- 
ferred slurringly to Government officials and 
employes responsible for the protection of pub- 
lic lands as “‘bureaucrats.” 

Is it becoming a pattern at Washington for 
high officials of the Government to attack the 
functions of the agencies they are supposed to 
administer, and even to question whether Gov- 
ernment can ever do anything well? 

In the last couple of weeks there have been 
two other such instances as blatant as that of 
Mr. McKay. The chairman of the Federal Power 
Commission, Jerome Kuykendall, attacked the 
authority of the commission he heads to 
regulate natural gas rates at the well-head, 
which is about the only place where effective 


regulation can start. And the chairman of the 


Tennessee Valley Authority, Brig. Gen. Herbert 
D. Vogel, attacked the management policies of 
the agency he heads, without so much as bother- 
ing to say what was the matter with them. 

It would seem elementary that in order for 
government to function well, its top men must 
expect it to do so; and that in order to com- 
mand the respect of the public, it must receive 
the respect of those responsible for its conduct. 
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No Wooden Nickels, Senator 


Before he was finally gaveled into silence, 
Senator, Capehart of Indiana told the Senate 
stock market investigators a few days ago that 
one of their star witnesses had written favorably 
of Communism.

The latter solu- 
tion was politically 
unthinkable, partly 
because the pres- 
ence of Mr. Stassen

asset to it, partly because his absence 
could be a political liability, and partly 
because of the theory accepted by Mr. 
Eisenhower of the Stassen role in the 
1952 presidential campaign. 


Harold E. Stassen 


Role in the Campaign of °52? 


The theory about the 1952 campaign 
role is that Mr. Stassen conducted the 
essential “holding operation” which 
kept the Republican nomination open 
until Mr. Eisenhower was ready to ac- 
cept it. : 

According to this theory, the Taft 
forces would have sewed up the 1952 
nomination while Mr. Eisenhower was 
still hesitating unless Mr. Stassen had 
gone campaigning in the primaries. 
Thus, according to this theory, Mr. 
Stassen was the key factor in produc- 
ing the presidency for Mr, Eisenhower. 

This guaranteed a new job for Mr. 
Stassen to replace the one which time 
and commitments are fast removing 
from under him..But what would the 
new job be? It had to carry the Cabinet 
rank, but there were no Cabinet vacan- 
cies. The only possible solution was to 
produce another job of “Cabinet rank.” 

Older and more formalized govern- 
mental systems in Europe provide for 
such contingencies. ‘“‘Minister without 
portfolio” is the usual form of the title. 
It means a member of the Cabinet with- 
out a regular department of govern- 
ment to administer who is then given 
special assignments. 

London uses an ancient office which 
no longer has any departmental func- 
tion. The Chancellor of the Duchy of 
Lancaster has no Lancastrian affairs to 

ndle. He is a minister on special as- 

ment. 

Some day Washington may think of a 


suitable title for the role—such as Sec- 

the Louisiana Purchase. It 
has become increasingly necessary to 
fit a “minister without portfolio” into 
the American system for there is al- 
most always some important, but non- 
permanent job to be done and someone 
like Mr. Stassen who must be given a 
top-ranking job when none of the regu- 
lar ones is open. 


It has the further advantage of keep- 
ing a spare Cabinet officer around and 
in training against the contingency of a 
vacancy. It would be much easier to 
break Mr. Stassen into one of the ma- 
jor Cabinet posts in an emergency than 
to bring in an outsider who never had 
sat in the Cabinet. 


“The Great Unused Weapon’ 


Even more interesting is the differ- 
ence in the assignments for Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s newest and his first “minister 
without portfolio.” The first was C. D. 
Jackson, whose assignment was to man- 
age the “psychological strategy” of the 
so-called cold war. 

This was conceived at the outset of 
the Administration as being one of its 
very most important jobs. During the 
1952 campaign both Mr. Eisenhower 
and John Foster Dulles had contended 
that “psychological strategy” was the 
great unused weapon of the power 
struggle. They believed that if it were 
forged and used great progress could 
be made toward securing a “liberation” 
of the “captive” peoples of Eastern Eu- 
rope. Mr. Jackson was supposed to co- 
ordinate the actions and the words of 
all government officials to the end of 
securing such a “liberation.” Mr. Jack- 
son stayed at the White House for a lit- 
tle over a year. When he left, his job 
evaporated with changing times. 


For a Path to Peace 


Mr. Dulles concluded that the United 
States was “not in the business of ex- 
porting revolution.” Talk of “psycho- 
logical strategy” or “psy war,” as it was 
known for short, dwindled and disap- 
peared. “‘Co-existence” came into com- 
mon usage and time marched on to the 
present when Washington men even 
begin to talk of possible conferences 
with Soviet leaders and yearn for some 
relief from the overhanging danger of 
atomic war. 


In these new days a search for some 
road which might lead to disarmament 
is as politically necessary as the search 
for a new weapon against Moscow was 
in 1952. Then; public opinion yearned 
for victory in the cold war, preferably 
by nonmilitary means. Mr. Jackson and 
his “psy war” were the answers which 
fitted the mood of the times. 


Now, Mr. Stassen as the hunter after 
ways and means to disarmament more 
nearly accords with changed moods and 
yearnings.

Between Book Ends 


The Western Bad Man 


WHO RIDES WITH WYATT, by Will Henry 
{Random House, 24! pgs., $3.) 

Tombstone, the wickedest little city 
of the old West, lives again in this semi- 
fictional story of Wyatt Earp, U.S. dep- 
uty marshal, and Johnny Ringo, cattle 
rustler and hold-up man, The author 
tries to psychoanalyze these two gun- 
fighters, one on the side of law and 
order,.the other on the side of crime 
and evil, and, poses some interesting 
questions in the process. 

Why, in the first place, was the wild 
West wild? In a town like Tombstone, 
which sprang’ up overnight with the 
silver boom, the very character of its 
inhabitants was nomadic. Mixed in with 
thousands of good people there was 
bound to be a number of ne’er-do-wells, 


card sharks and bad men. The bad man 


lived on the. Western ‘frontier, where 
personal safety depended on the use of 
firearms, and where law and order did 
not really exist until he himself made 
them necessary—and it was very neces- 
sary for Tombstone to have Wyatt Earp. 


If there was any chivalry, generosity 
or fighting spirit displayed by men like 
Wyatt Earp, the same qualities could 
be found in men like Johnny Ringo. Un- 
fortunately, too often, the good qualities 
displayed by the Western bad man have 
been the only side displayed to the 
youth of our country. We must remem- 
ber that the Western bad man was real- 
ly bad, and at times very bad.

This is the Tombstone story, faithfully 
retold by Will Henry, with a few ro- 
mantic flourishes of his own thrown in. 
The climax comes, of course, when the 
three Earp brothers and their bad man 
pal Doc Holliday round the corner of 
Fly’s photo gallery into the O.K. Corral 
to meet five of the Cochise country 
rustlers. Then six-guns are out and the 
fireworks begin. In a matter of seconds, 
three of the rustlers are dead and two 
of the Earps are wounded. It was a 
bloody battle, indeed! 


In the end Wyatt is betrayed by the 
“good” citizens whose best interests he 
had served, They think he had gone too 
far. As he rides away, leaving Tomb- 
stone to its destiny, one marvels at his 
courage. Whether outlaw or frontier 
marshal the quality of this courage was 
the same. Perhaps, though, it was the 
lack of a quality most ordinary people 
have, that set these fellows apart. They 
lacked something which nearly every- 
body has—fear, and perhaps after all, it 
was not a positive quality that deter- 
mined their behavior but the lack of a 
quality.

Are student-exchange programs be- 
tween nations worthwhile? Dr. and 
Mrs. John Useem, Michigan State Col- 
lege anthropologists, went to India to 
interview Western-educated Indians to 
help answer this question. They con- 
cluded the programs should be con- 
tinued and offer numerous suggestions, 
especially regarding selection of stu- 
dents. But immediate results are apt to 
be small, it is pointed out, for increas- 
ing cultural understanding doesn’t nec- 
essarily increase loyalty.

Unemployment, Dark Spot on Economy 


WASHINGTON. 


DARK BLOT on our otherwise cheerful economic picture 

that does not disappear with time or brighten with for- 

getting about it is being obscured by the more dramatic cop- 
troversies in Congress over taxes and tariffs, constant worries 
over foreign crises particularly in the Far East, and optimistic 
reports about general business conditions. 


This is the chronic unemploy- 
ment, as it is called, resulting 
\from distressed conditions in 
coal, textiles and certain dur- 
able goods industries. In human 
terms, it means 
people without 
jobs and many 
on charity and 
relief, since un- 
employmen t 
benefits ran 
out long ago 
in numerous 7 
cases. It is a 
sort of cancer 
which can 
spread in its 
harmful effects 
to other parts 
of the economy unless eradi- 
cated. Beyond its economic ef- 
fects, it also has political conse- 
quences, as it did, in fact, in the 
1954 elections to the detriment 
of the Republican party. 

A map showing where this 
condition prevails—published in 
the recent report by the Joint 
Congressional Committee on the 
Economic Report—looks like a 
map of the heaviest’ gains made 
last November by Democrats, 
particularly in lecal and state 
offices. 


In Presidential Report. 


‘ The pock-marked area is a 
belt including parts of New 
England, and upper New York, 
Pennsylvania, est Virginia, 
Kentucky, Ohio, Michigan, In- 
diana and Illinois. 

In his own economic report 
to Congress early this year, 
President Eisenhower took no- 
tice of this blight. Though urged 
by some of his advisers to rec- 
ommend more direct federal as- 
sistance, he confined himself to 
urging the strengthening of the 
Department of Commerce’s ex- 
isting area development pro- 
gram; continuing special tax 
amortization benefits for defense 
industries that locate in such 
distressed areas, and placing de- 
fense contracts there as far as 
feasible. 


Federal Aid Urged. 


He said that chief reliance 
must be upon measures by local 
citizens, themselves, with the 
most effective federal help to 
be found in Government policies 
on monetary matters, expendi- 
tures, tax, debt management 
and general housekeeping for 
the whole national economy. 

However,. Republican mem- 
bers of the joint congressional 
committee joined with Demo- 
crats to advocate more direct 
federal assistance. 

They specified in general terms 
such measures as modification 
of the unemployment compen- 
sation program to meet the spe- 
cial needs of re-training dislo- 
cated and displaced workers and 
readjusting the industrial econ- 
omy; federal loans and techni- 


cal assistance, and Government 
promotion of research to dis- 
cover new products and new 
processes for use in distressed 
areas. 

Senator Douglas, Democrat of 
Illinois, committee chairman, 
and six other Democratic mem- 


‘| bers, three each from the Sen- 
_; ate and House, went still further 


to spell out those generalizations 

in which Republicans had joined 

= to add other proposed reme- 
es. 


Effects Felt Elsewhere. 


In their supplemental report 
they cited figures to show how 
the distress area has widened in 
the past year, and had this to 
say about the injurious effects 
on the economy as a whole: 

“The burdens of such distress 
are not confined to the individ- 
val localities and industries di- 
rectly affected. Excess workers 
in these areas and industries mi- 
grate to other areas, where they 
often add to the labor surplus, 
increasing underemployment, or 
the number dependent on sub- 
sistence farming. 


“Also unemployment and low 
incomes in these distressed seg- 
ments of our economy reduce 
the markets for goods and serv- 
ices produced elsewhere, thus 
decreasing employment and in- 
comes throughout the economy.” 

They said they were dis- 
turbed over “the failure of the 
executive branch to show suffi- 
cient vigor in its approach to 
the problem.” 

They recommended: 

First, an aggressive public 
works program in the distress 
areas with federal support. 

Second,. creation of an indus- 
trial development corporation, 
drawn from both public and 
private funds, to make loans to 
help adjustment of workers and 
industries to changed techno- 
logical and economic conditions. 


Support for Research. 


Third, bringing up unemploy- 
ment compensation benefits to 
half of the wages lost, such ben- 
efits to be paid for a period of 
not less than 26 weeks and ex- 
tending them for another 13 
weeks for those who entered 
re-training programs to fit them 
for other jobs. Where existing 
state compensation benefits do 
not meet these suggested speci- 
fications, federal aid would be 
extended to bridge the gap be- 
tween state benefits and those 
recommended. 

Fourth, Government support 
for research to discover new 
products and new processes, es- 
pecially in conversion of coal 
to oil, and coal to gas, and adap- 
tation of coal to chemicals. 

Sooner or later this blight on 
our economy will become an is- 
sue in Congress, as federal 
legislation would be required 
for some phases of the various 
programs recommended.

The hybrid combines the best 
features of two parents. One, 
known to horticulturists as on- 
cidium marsallianum, is noted 
for large flowers but is difficult 
to grow and produces few 
branches in its sprays. The oth- 
er, oncidium sphacelatum, is a 
vigorous, almost weedy type 
with thumbnail small flowers 
and multi-branched sprays.

In stressing the important roie 
of schools in combating potential 
juvenile delinquency, Hennings 
said the problem child’s outward 
behavior in school gives “clear 
and unmistakable evidence” of 
future trouble. 

Hennings is a member of the 
Senate Committee on Juvenile 
Delinquency and the Committee 
on Federal Penitentiaries. 
Hearings before the Juvenile 
Delinquency Committee have 
caused him to become concerned 
he said, over crime and horror 
comic books. “They offer chil- 
dren vividly illustrated lessons 
in almost every form of vice and 
degeneracy,” he said. 

Pointing out that at least 1,- 
250,000 children are getting into 
trouble with law enforcement 
agencies every year, he said he 
was impressed by the “appal- 
ling gap between what we know 
about delinquency and what we 
do about it, 

“In the average American 
community,” he went on, “there 
is no service specially equipped 
to perform this crucial child- 
saving function — no service 
capable of detecting and giving 
special help to the child suffer- 
ing from some form of neglect 
in his daily family life, his 
school or community. 

“We need to find and add new 
techniques to provide this help,” 
he said. “It is largely up to you 
who are professionals in this 
field,” he told the delegates. 

In an address earlier yester- 
day, Joseph Reid, executive di- 
rector of the league, said the 
percentage of emotionally dis- 
turbed children in institutional 
homes is increasing sharply. 

He said the main fault with 


the institutions is they are giv- 
ing ial rather than reme- 
dial care to the emotionally dis- 
turbed. The conference will con- 
tinue through tomorrow. 


U.S. PLANS FLIGHT 
FROM N. ZEALAND 
TO ANTARCTICA 


WASHINGTON, March 29 (UP) 
R. Adm. Richard E. Byrd’s South 
Polar expedition next year will 
result'in the flight of Navy and 
Air Force plane from New Zea- 
land into Antarctica, a distance 
of 2250 miles, for the first time, 
it was disclosed today. . 

Capt. George Dufek, Byrd’s 
task force commander, said in 
an interview that the expedition 
leaving next November will be 
composed of 1250 men, 14 air- 
planes of various types, and five 
ships — two icebreakers, two 
cargo ships and a fleet oiler. All 
military services will be repre- 
sented. 

The long-planned expedition, 
announced formally yesterday by 
the White House, is to set up 
three observation sites for scien- 
tists who will be doing research 
in 1957 and 1958 in connection 
with the International Geo- 
physical year. 

It will be Byrd's fifth trip to 
the Antarctic, 26 years since his 
first flight over the South Pole. 
The 67-year-old Admiral was 
called from retirement to make 
the trip as “officer in charge.” 

Capt. Dufek, 52-year-old vet- 
eran of two previous Byrd ex- 
peditions to the Antarctic in 
1939-41 and 1946-47, the main 
scientific station will be in the 
Little America area and planes 
will fly there next year after 
the seaborne party has prepared 
compacted snow ru ys hard 
enough for landing wheels.

HERE are children who 
T tighten up so that they are 

miserable whenever they are 
called upon to be personally re- 
sponsible for meeting the occa- 
sion.

What makes children behave 
this way? I don't know. The 
sort I am talking about do not 
live under fear at home.

In my 
experience their thinking must 
be changed before they can re- 
lax and allow their true selves, 
their latent ability, to come 
through. To do that we must 
find a way to help them think 
away from themselves toward 
someone, or something, outside 
themselves.

The form 
is lined with a crumb pastry that 
may be made from rolled rwei- 
back, corn flakes or graham 
crackers, 

Whether the cake is baked 
or molded in the refrigerator, it 
should be cold when served. 

Refrigerator Cheese Cake. 

Two tablespoons unflavored 
gelatin, one-half cup cold water, 
2 egg yolks, slightly beaten, one 
teaspoon salt, one-half cup sug- 
ar, one-half cup milk, 2 cups cot- 
tage cheese, one lemon, grated 
rind and juice, one teaspoon va- 
nilla extract, two egg whites, 
stiffly beaten, one cup heavy 
cream, whipped, crumb pastry. 

Soften gelatin in cold water 
about five minutes. Combine 
egg yolks, slightly beaten, salt, 
sugar, and milk in top of double 
boiler, and stir until sugar is 
dissolved. Cook over hot water, 
stirring constantly, until mix- 
ture thickens. Remove from hot 
water, add gelatin, mix well, and 
place pan in cold water to cool. 
Add cheese, which has been put 
through a ‘sieve, lemon rind and 
juice, and vanilla extract. Fold 
in stiffly beaten egg whites and 
whipped cream. Press two-thirds 
of crumb pastry in botton of 
nine-inch spring form mold. Add 
cheese mixture, sprinkle with 
remaining crumbs. Chill until 
set. Yield: Eight servings. 

Baked Cheese Cake 

Ingredients: one-half cup sug- 
ar, two tablespoons flour, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, 1 pound 
cream cheese, 1 teaspoon vanilla 
extract, four egg yolks, one cup 
cream, four egg whites, stiffly 
beaten, one package zweiback, or 
four cups corn flakes, two table- 
spoons butter (soft), two table- 
spoons sugar. 

Mix one-half cup sugar, flour 
and salt. Soften cheese with 
wooden spoon. Add dry:ingred- 
ients, and cream together 
thoroughly. Add vanilla extract 
and unbeaten egg yolks. Beat 
thoroughly. Stir in cream. Fold 
in stiffly beaten eggwhites. Pour 
mixture on top of crumbs made 
by crushing zwidback or corn 
flakes, adding crumbs to 
creamed butter and swgar, and 
abe gge them wren? in nine- 
neh spring form mold. Bake in 
slow oven (325 degrees) about 
one hour, until center is firm.

[or system that will help 

me establish the B na of 
a word?” is the question of a 
San Diego reader. “Half the 
time I cannot find the plural 
in the dictionary. When can I 
add an ‘-s' or ‘-es'?

Botanical or similar words, for 
plurals, they add ‘a’ or ‘ae’, 
Ome like chateau adds ‘-x' for 
plural, Confusing is putting it 
mildly.” 


There is a fascinatingly sim- 
ple answer to my reader's first 
question. If you will look up 
the word “plural” you will find

dictionary) the basic rules for 
regular and irregular plurals, 
together with some of.the most 
commom exceptions. What's 
more, you will usually find de- 
tailed rules for forming plurals 
in the front pages of the dig- 
tionary. 

But at times it does seem that 
the exceptions outnumber the 
words which fit the rules. So, to 
determine the proper plural of 
a word, you can proceed’ along 
this line.

NEW YORK, March 29 (INS). 
HREE or four mornings a 
week the nation’s most dis- 
tinguished salesman, 75- 

year-old Douglas MacArthur, 
steps into his chauffeur-driven 
Cadillac (a gift from Texas ad- 
mirers) and tools off to work 
in all but solitary splendor. 

South-bound traffic, bumper- 
to-bumper, fills the West Side 
highway lanes leading into New 
York City from Westchester 
county and Connecticut: Gen. 
MacArthur’s car speeds wun- 
ae in the opposite direc- 
tion. 

His office is at Rowayton, 
Conn., in the former library of 
a Tudor mansion set in a 19- 
acre estate. The rococo place 
was built by James Farrell, late 
president of United States 
Steel, but for some years now 
has housed the top brass of the 
Remington Rand Corp. of 
which MacArthur is the $68,000- 
a-year chairman of the board. 

MacArthur is very much the 
business man these days. His 
particular product among the 
20,000 items the company 
manufactures in 19 plants in 
this country and 20 abroad, is 
a fantastic machine called 
Univac. 

Company officials described 
Univac as a “large scale digital 
computor.” Metropolitan Life 
Insurance’s Univac, in the New 
York office, replaced 125 lesser 
computing machines, 130 cleri- 
cal workers, and saved 25,000 
square feet of office space. The 
Atomic Energy Commission. 
bought two of these 5400-tube 
electronic brains. 

Price: Between $1,000,000 and 
$1,500,000 each. 

“The general is the only man 
we've got who can sell the 
Univac,” a company man told 
us proudly. “It’s his pet. He 
has opened doors that no other 
person could. Naturally, you 
don’t sell Univac to every Tom, 
Dick and Harry.” 

Since MacArthur joined Rem- 
ington Rand the company has 
delivered 28 of the machines 
and has 43 more on order. 

MacArthur does not receive a 
salesman’s commission for mak- 
ing the country’s industrial 
giants Univac-conscious. He is 
quite content with his lot as 
board chairman. 

He has learned much about 
the business and how to handle 
himself in his new role. Louis 
D. Gilbert, the perennial heck- 
ler of board chairmen at an- 
nual stockholders’ meetings, 
caused him much embarrass- 
ment at the 1953 Remington 
Rand meeting in Buffalo by 
berating him for not owning 
any common stock in the com- 


pany. 

At the 1954 meeting, Mac- 
Arthur was ready for Gilbert. 
Spotting him among the stock- 
holders, MacArthur opened the 
meeting with: 

“Ah, I see my fellow veteran 
Pacific, who takes 
such a great interest in our 
company.” 

Gilbert, thrown off guard, 
complimented the general on 
his purchase of some of the

company stock. 

“I bought it because I 
thought it was the best buy,” 
the general» boomed in his best 
manner. (At that time it had 
risen from 18 to 34.) 

“We overlooked one thing 
about the general when he first 
came to work here,” one of his 
associates told me. “We forgot 
that he was graduated from 
West Point as an engineer— 
and at the top of his cigss. He 
didn't go into the infantry until 
years later. His old engineering 
training has helped him around 
here.”

prise in connection with Mac- 
Arthur’s employment. They had 
a half-notion that he’d march in 
and take charge with sabre- 
rattling finality. 

“I don’t think he said half 
a dozen words the first two 
months he was with us,” a com- 
pany vice president said. .“He 
just sat there and listened. 
And even after that. period, 
when he was presiding over us 
and a question came up, he'd 
occasionally say, ‘If you don’t 
mind there are people at this 
table who know more about 
that than I do.
